A.  2012-13  Innovation  and  Technology  Opportunity  Grants:  The  application 

information  was  emailed  to  the  Directors  on  July  9,  2012.  The  Directors  asked  for 
more  time  to  complete  the  application  process,  so  the  application  deadline  was 
extended  by  two  weeks.

t month,  Connecticut  became 

latest  state  to  launch  an  investigation  into  the  pricing 
availability  of  ebooks  in  public  and  academic  libraries.  Sup 
porters  of  H.B  5614 — the  bill  that  mandates  the  study — had 
to  scale  down  their  ambitions  somewhat.  Introduced  in  Janu- 
ary by  State  Representative  Rep.  Brian  Sear  (D-47th  Assembly 
Dist.),  the  original  version  of  the  bill  would  have  forced  any 
publisher  selling  ebooks  in  Connecticut  to  offer  those  ebook 
titles  to  libraries  as  well  and  to  charge  libraries  the  same  prices 
charged  to  other  consumers. 

“Truthfully,  we  thought  'well,  this  may  not  have  much  of  a 
shot  at  passing,  but  at  least  it  will  gain  some  attention,  hope- 
fully at  the  state  level  among  people  who  should  be  more  aware 
of  what’s  going  on  with  ebooks,’”  explains  Richard  Conroy, 
director  of  the  Essex  Library  Association  and  board  member  of 
the  Connecticut  Library  Association  (CLA). 

After  the  bill  got  off  to  a promising  start,  opposition  from  the 
publishing  industry  became  predictably  intense.  Lobbyists  and 
lawyers  from  the  Big  Six  trade  publishers,  as  well  as  Apple  and 
Amazon,  pressured  Connecticut  lawmakers  and  threatened  to 
fight  the  bill  on  First  Amendment  grounds,  Conroy  says.

Librarians  are  certainly  familiar  with  Conroy’s  sentiment.  The 
outlook  for  ebook  lending  has  improved  considerably  during 
the  past  18  months,  with  all  of  the  Big  Six  publishers  now 
either  actively  licensing  frontlist  titles  to  libraries  or  explor- 
ing the  possibility  via  pilot  programs.  But  as  recently  as  the 


The  bill  appeared  unlikely  to  pass,  but  based  on  its  ini- 
tial momentum,  “we  felt  like  we  had  a possible  winner 
here,  that  we  could  actually  pass  something,”  he  says.  “So 
we  backed  off  on  the  language  to  go  from  making  them  sell 
the  ebooks  to  us  and  making  them  sell  at  a reasonable  rate,  to 
at  least  getting  [a]  study  under  way  through  the  Department  of 
Consumer  Affairs.” 

The  revised  bill  is  not  so  revolutionary.  It  simply  mandates 
an  investigation  into  the  current  state  of  ebook  availability  in 
libraries.  But  with  the  signature  of  Gov.  Dannel  Malloy  on 
June  12,  the  bill  moved  Connecticut  into  the  ranks  of  a grow- 
ing number  of  states  that  are  working  to  ensure  that  ebooks 
will  be  available  to  their  residents  in  the  future,  regardless  of 
the  vagaries  of  the  publishing  market. 

“It’s  not  a fairness  issue,  it’s  an  accessibility  issue,”  Conroy 
says. 
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winter  of  2012,  Random  House  and  HarperCollins  were 
alone  among  that  group.  Also,  last  year,  Random  House  be- 
gan charging  a 300  percent  markup  over  retail,  while  Harp- 
erCollins continued  its  policy  of  limiting  libraries  to  26  loans 
for  each  ebook. 

For  librarians,  this  environment  offered  fertile  ground  for 
the  backlash  that  resulted  in  movements  such  as  the  Reader’s 
First  Initiative,  a coalition  of  libraries  demanding  that  publish- 
ers lift  access  restrictions  for  libraries  and  that  vendors  simplify 
the  lending  process.  These  frustrations  also  spurred  innovations 
such  as  the  library-managed  ebook  model  developed  by  Doug- 
las County  Libraries  (DCL)  in  Colorado.  Now,  those  move- 
ments are  bearing  new  fruit  with  larger  programs  emerging  in 
California,  Kansas,  Arizona,  and  Massachusetts. 

In  May,  California’s  Califa  Group  debuted  a proprietary 
ebook  platform  called  Enki.  Developed  in  conjunction  with 
the  Contra  Costa  County  Library  (CCCL)  with  the  support 
of  software  consultancy  Quipu  Group,  Enki  was  designed  to 
allow  member  libraries  to  loan  out  ebook  content  hosted  on 
Cahfa-managed  Adobe  Content  Servers,  similar  to  the  Doug- 
las County  model.  The  State  Library  of  Kansas,  which  pro- 
vided seed  funding  for  the  project,  plans  to  debut  Enki  to  us- 


ers of  its  online  EZ  Library  this  month.  Massachusetts  an^ 
Arizona  are  in  earlier  stages  with  their  own  projects,  but  the 
Douglas  County  model  was  an  initial  source  of  inspiration  for 
both.  Although  there  are  differences  in  their  approaches  and 
goals,  in  all  four  cases,  key  objectives  include  giving  libraries 
within  these  states  more  long-term  control  over  a portion  of 
their  ebook  content  and  giving  them  a way  to  acquire  and  host 
ebook  content  donated  by  or  purchased  directly  from  authors, 
publishers,  and  independent  distributors. 

“I  see  the  Enki  platform  giving  access  to  small  presses  and 
self-published  work,"  says  Kansas  State  Librarian  Joanne  (Jo) 
Budler,  Lps  2013  Librarian  of  the  Year. 

Question  of  ownership 

Consortial  arrangements  have  long  helped  states  address  the 
issue  of  ebook  access  from  an  affordability  standpoint  For  ex- 
ample, in  late  2005,  the  Kansas  Digital  Library  Consortium 
began  building  a collection  of  ebooks  that  would  be  available 
to  any  resident  of  the  state,  regardless  of  whether  their  local  li- 
brary system  had  a program  in  place. 

“The  state  library  believes  in  equity  of  access,”  Budler 
says.  “We  have  a lot  of  small-town  libraries  in  Kansas — about 
300  libraries  that  [each]  serve  fewer  than 
10,000  people.  If  you  live  in  one  of  those 
little  towns,  the  likelihood  of  you  being 
able  to  start  up  your  own  ebook  service  for 
your  library  users  is  pretty  small.” 

But  as  Budler  discovered  during  a much- 
watched  dispute  with  OverDrive,  ownery 
ship  of  digital  content  can  be  a slippery  con- 
cept. During  negotiations  for  the  renewal  of 
the  state  library’s  contract  with  OverDrive 
in  2010,  the  company’s  initial  proposal 
would  have  increased  costs  associated  with 
the  platform  by  700  percent  through  2014. 
Though  later  proposals  amended  these  cost 
increases,  negotiations  soon  broke  down; 
Budler  asked  to  migrate  ebook  licenses  pur- 
chased through  OverDrive  to  a new  plat- 
form, but  the  company  balked. 

The  Kansas  State  Attorney  General’s 
office  became  involved  in  the  ensuing 
fight,  and,  ultimately  some,  but  not  all,  of 
the  Kansas  Digital  Library  Consortium’s 
OverDrive  content  was  moved  to  the  3M 
Cloud  Library  platform  that  hosts  the  new 
Kansas  EZ  Library.  The  dispute  was  a 
vivid  illustration  of  how,  in  this  newr  era 
of  licensed  content,  libraries  in  many  ways 
are  increasingly  constrained  by  the  busi- 
ness decisions  of  both  publishers  and  plat- 
form providers. 

The  problem  helped  lead  to  Kansas’s  in- 
volvement with  Califa’s  Enki  platform.  It 
helped  spur  Massachusetts  into  action  as 
well.  (f 

“Libraries  are  in  a tough  spot  with  2 
middleman  negotiating  on  our  behalf,” 
Deb  Hoadley,  advisor  and  team  leader  for 
the  Massachusetts  Statewide  eBook  Proj- 
ect, tells  LJ.  "The  [Massachusetts  Library

ooks are  often  not  owned  by  libraries,  and  due  to  negotiations 
with  publishers,  even  if  a title  is  owned,  it  is  not  transferable  to 
third  parties.” 

Expanding  goals 

MLS  has  been  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
(MBLC)  on  their  ebook  project  since 
May  2012.  Initially,  long-term  owner- 
ship and  management  of  ebook  content 
was  a key  goal,  and  MBLC  specifically 
cited  the  Douglas  County  model  when 
announcing  the  pilot  program  in  Octo- 
ber 2012.  But  the  aim  of  the  program  has 
since  expanded.  Making  a range  of  mate- 
rials available  to  state  residents — including 
materials  purchased  under  a variety  of  li- 
censing arrangements — will  likely  be  part 
of  the  program  as  well,  according  to  Cyn- 
thia Roach,  head  of  library  advisory  and 
government  liaison  for  MBLC. 

With  those  guidelines,  the  Massachu- 
setts program  may  ultimately  look  similar 
to  the  programs  in  Kansas  and  California,  where  Enki  is  in- 
tended to  supplement,  rather  than  supplant,  content  purchased 
from  commercial  vendors  through  statewide  consortial  ar- 
rangements. 

Still,  there  remains  one  area  in  which  ownership  remains 
important  to  Massachusetts,  Roach  says. 

“There  are  probably  things  we  do  want  to  own,”  she  says. 
“We  definitely  want  a local  component  to  our  project,  and  we 
want  the  ability  to  load  local  content  to  work  with  authors  in 
the  state  who  may  be  willing  to  give  us  [content].” 

For  example,  Roach  says  that  an  author  in  Watertown,  MA, 
had  approached  their  local  library  system  about  donating  sev- 
eral past  works  as  ebooks. 

“We  want  to  have  a mechanism  in  place  for  libraries  to  ac- 
cept things  like  that,”  she  says. 

At  press  time,  MLS  and  MBLC  were  scheduled  to  roll  out 
a test  version  of  the  platform  to  50  pilot  libraries  in  July.  After 
a six-month  test,  the  program  will  be  reevaluated  in  January 
2014. 

DAZL’d  in  Arizona 

The  Digital  Arizona  Library  (DAZL)  hopes  to  achieve  simi- 
lar goals.  As  early  as  2011,  representatives  from  the  Scottsdale 
Public  Library,  Pima  County  Public  Library,  and  Arizona 
State  Library  began  discussing  the  idea  of  a proprietary  state 
ebook  platform.  Last  year,  they  joined  with  representatives  at 
the  Maricopa  County  Library  District  and  the  Yavapai  County 
Free  Library  District  to  study  the  issue  in  earnest. 

Although  DAZL  is  at  an  earlier  stage  of  development  than 
the  projects  in  California,  Kansas,  and  Massachusetts,  a series 
of  ten  on-site  and  two  online  focus  groups  organized  by  the 
BishofF  Group  and  LYRAS1S  in  October  2012  helped  define 
the  parameters  of  the  project.  Librarians  who  participated  in 
the  focus  groups  agreed  that  they  wanted  an  ebook  system 
that  would  integrate  with  their  existing  digital  eolations  and 


would  complement  the  investment  that  individual  systen 
had  already  made  in  licenses  purchased  through  OverDnve  < 
other  platforms.  Ideally,  DAZL  content  would  also  be  availab 
to  multiple  users  at  the  same  time  to  reduce  holds  lists. 

Arizona  librarians  also  thought  that  a state  ebook  systei 
should  emphasize  the  collection  of  adult  ficdon,  young  adu 
fiction,  and  adult  nonfiction  regardless  of  the  publisher  or  pro 
vider.  And,  as  with  the  Massachusetts  project,  content  fror 
local  authors  and  publishers  will  ultimately  become  a priority.

“We  think  that  there’s  an  opportunity  for  librar- 
ies and  their  communities  to  develop  something  col- 
laborativelv,  to  highlight  the  stuff  that  doesn’t  have  a 
multimillion-dollar  advertising  budget,”  says  Aimee 
Fifarek,  deputy  director  of  IT  and  digital  initiatives 
at  Phoenix  Public  Library  and  DAZL  working  group  project 
manager. 

The  first  step  in  the  project’s  development  involved  coalition 
building,  Fifarek  adds. 

“One  of  the  things  that  we’ve  been  grappling  with  here  in 
Arizona  is  that  we  know  that  where  other  projects  have  gone 
really  well  there  has  been  an  existing  consortia  or  collaboration 
to  build  upon,  and  we  don’t  really  have  a significant  resource 
sharing  consortium  here.  So  we  didn’t  have  a home  for  DAZL. 
That  was  part  of  what  we  started  talking  about  with  some  of 
the  library  directors.” 

After  receiving  analyses  conducted  by  the  BishofF  Group, 
LYRASIS,  and  Carson  Block  Consulting  in  late  2012,  Fifarek 
in  February  submitted  a final  report  and  recommendation  to 
Arizona  State  Librarian  Joan  Clark  The  next  order  of  busi- 
ness will  be  to  establish  and  staffa  position  for  a DAZL  project 
manager  at  the  state  library,  propose  a sustainable  budget,  and 
submit  RFPs  (requests  for  proposals)  to  vendors  for  the  devel- 
opment of  the  platform  and  its  APIs  (application  programming 
interfaces).  Although  at  press  time,  a specific  timetable  had  not 
been  set,  a pilot  could  potentially  be  ready  as  early  as  2013. 

After  conducting  its  own  investigation,  perhaps  Connecti- 
cut will  follow  a similar  path.  These  new  models  offer  librar- 
ies a new  degree  of  control  over  certain  types  of  ebooks  and 
could  help  libraries  begin  to  build  collections  of  locally  created, 
born-digital  content.  Also,  while  most  major  publishers  now 
appear  to  be  warming  to  tbe  idea  that  libraries  can  be  good 
partners  and  good  customers  in  the  ebook  marketplace,  this 
may  not  always  be  the  case. 

“Just  because  [publishers  and  vendors]  decide  today  that 
they  are  coming  around  doesn’t  mean  that  they  won’t  change 
that  model  six  months  or  five  years  from  now,”  says  CCCL 
deputy  county  librarian  Cathy  Sanford,  referring  to  a cen- 
rral  motivation  behind  the  development  of  Enki.  "It’s  not  set  in 
stone.”  H

Meeting. 

The  CBD’s  board  is  made  up  of  volunteers,  many  of  whom  own  property  in  the  district  and/or 
are  business  owners  in  the  district.  Others  live  in  the  Eureka  Valley/Castro  neighborhood 
and  have  a history  of  commitment  to  making  it  a better  place  to  live,  visit,  and  work.  None  of 
the  board  members  are  compensated. 

The  CBD’s  Executive  Director  and  Administrative  Support  Person  are  paid  contractors. 

The  CBD’s  mission  is  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  the  district  by  supplementing  services 
performed  by  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  Those  services  include  but  are  not 
limited  to  street  cleaning,  greening,  neighborhood  beautification,  and  public  safety. 

The  CBD  is  funded  by  a special  assessment  approved  by  and  paid  by  property  owners  in  the 
district.  It  receives  no  public  tax  dollars.  The  assessments  appear  on  property  tax  bills,  are 
collected  by  the  San  Francisco  Assessor's  Office,  and  forwarded  by  that  office  to  the  CBD. 

Members  of  the  public  are  welcome  to  but  not  required  to  introduce  themselves  and  to  sign 
in  on  the  sheet  provided.  If,  when  a member  of  the  public  speaks,  the  Chair  asks  him  or  her 
to  introduce  themselves,  it  is  done  as  a matter  of  courtesy.  If  the  speaker  does  not  wish  to  do 
introduce  himself/herself,  he/she  is  free  to  decline. 

Members  of  the  public  will  be  permitted  to  comment  on  agenda  items  based  on  a first  come, 
first  served  basis.  In  general,  public  comment  will  be  limited  to  2 minutes  per  person  per 
item,  and  6 minutes  total  per  item,  which  may  result  in  only  a limited  number  of  members  of 
the  public  being  able  to  comment  on  each  agenda  item.

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The  ABCs  of  CBDs 


Background:  Forming  Community  Benefit  Districts  (CBDs)  was  enabled  by  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  2004.  Utilizing  the  statewide  legislation  that  enables  the  formation  of 
Property-based  Business  Improvement  Districts  (PBIDs),  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  established 
its  own  PBID  formation  process  and  renamed  the  resulting  product  a CBD.  Since  2004  several 
CBDs  have  been  created  in  San  Francisco  by  associations  of  property  and  business  owners. 
These  include:  Central  Market,  Yerba  Buena,  Union  Square,  Castro,  Civic  Center,  Noe  Valley, 
and  Fisherman's  Wharf. 

What  is  a Community  Benefit  District  (CBD)  in  San  Francisco? 

The  CBD  moniker  can  refer  to  both  a geographic  area  of  a city,  as  well  as  to  the  non-profit 
corporation  that  manages  this  area  on  behalf  of  all  the  property  owners.  A CBD  is  a group  of 
contiguous  city  blocks  with  very  specific  boundaries  that  receive  supplemental  city  services  or 
"special  benefits"  because  that  neighborhood's  property  owners  have  chosen  to  pay  for  them. 
The  CBD  moniker  is  also  the  non-profit  corporation  created  to  manage  the  aforementioned 
area  using  the  assessments  collected  from  all  property  owners  within  the  geographic 
boundaries.  A CBD  is  similar  to  a condo  HOA— but  for  an  entire  neighborhood.  Everyone  who 
owns  property  inside  the  boundaries  pays  an  assessment  to  support  the  CBD's  stewardship  of 
the  neighborhood. 

How  is  a CBD  Formed? 

An  enabling  statewide  law  as  well  as  a local  SF-specific  ordinance  allows  for  the  establishment 
of  a "special  benefit  district"  or  CBD.  This  special  benefit  district  can  only  be  formed  by  the  will 
of  the  neighborhood  property  owners  as  all  property  owners  within  the  district  boundaries  pay 
an  assessment  if  the  district  is  formed.  The  process  takes  approximately  one  year  and  has  a 
very  specific  timeline  and  benchmarks.  The  process  is  driven  by  a steering  committee  of  private 
property  owners  and  the  city's  Board  of  Supervisors  plays  a minor  role  as  well. 

I already  pay  taxes.  Why  would  I want  to  pay  a CBD  assessment? 

Assessments  are  not  taxes.  Taxes  are  raised  (or  lowered)  by  politicians  and  they  determine  how 
the  funds  collected  are  spent.  Assessments  are  different.  CBD  assessments  could  only  be 
initiated  by  a majority  of  neighborhood  property  owners  with  a specific  purpose  or  list  of 
special  needs  and  wants  in  mind.  Unlike  taxes,  the  management  of  assessments  is  not  by  city 
staff  but  instead  are  entrusted  to  a board  of  directors  comprised  of  property  owners.  The  non- 
profit CBD  created  by  these  property  owners  usually  has  one  full-time  director.  The  board  of 
directors  then  oversees  the  expenditures  of  assessments  by  this  director. 

If  the  city  already  cleans  the  streets  why  would  I pay  for  more  of  it? 

Yes,  the  city  does  sweep  the  streets.  But  the  city  does  not  clean  gutters,  sweep  sidewalks  or 
steam  clean  them.  And  this  sidewalk  litter  deters  customers  from  frequenting  local  retailers. 


restaurants,  professional  offices  and  residential  buildings  alike,  and  thus  depresses  property 
values.  The  city  may  remove  graffiti  on  public  property,  but  not  likely  within  24  hours  on 
private  property.  CBDs  can  do  that.  The  city  may  deploy  police  officers,  but  a CBD  can  also  pay 
an  officer  to  patrol  specific  blocks  at  specific  times  to  address  specific  "hot  spots"  that  are 
affecting  quality  of  life  and  thus  property  values.  And  the  list  goes  on.  In  today's  environment 
of  municipal  budget  cuts,  neighborhoods  can  successfully  stabilize  property  values,  even  while 
basic  city  services  are  cut,  by  establishing  CBDs. 

What  "special  benefits"  can  a San  Francisco  CBD  fund? 

The  special  services  to  be  funded  must  "confer  a benefit  to  real  property  owners"  over  and 
above  what  a City  will  normally  provide  through  the  general  fund.  Sometimes  these  are  also 
referred  to  as  supplemental  city  services.  Such  special  benefit  services  may  include  more  or 
better  execution  of  these  things  cities  do: 

• Cleaning  streets  and  gutters 

• Removal  of  trash  and  bulky  material  (appliances  and  mattresses) 

• Graffiti  removal 

• Landscape  beautification 

• Tree  planting,  watering,  trimming 

• Some  special  benefit  services  are  things  that  cities  do  not  handle  at  all,  such  as: 

• Holiday  decorations  or  public  art  installations 

• Retail-specific  wayfinding  signage 

• Parking  services  or  transportation  related  services 

• Special  safety  lighting 

• Steam  cleaning  of  the  sidewalks  and  gum  removal 

• Security  services  and/or  more  local  police  ("10B") 

• Installation  of  security  cameras 

• Production  of  neighborhood  fairs,  festivals  or  events,  and 

• Mass  marketing  and  promotion  of  the  neighborhood  restaurants  & retail 
businesses. 

An  experienced  executive  director  of  a CBD  also  brings  "special  benefits"  to  the  neighborhood 
by  developing  working  relationships  with  city  hall  staff,  police  officers  and  local  developers  to 
represent  the  best  interests  of  the  neighborhood  while  addressing  key  issues  that  directly 
affect  a CBD's  property  values.  Some  examples  of  "CBD  Advocacy"  include: 

• Economic  development  (business  recruitment  and  retention)  of  local  retailers 
and  restaurants  to  vacant  or  underutilized  spaces  which  then  enhances  quality 
of  life,  and 

• A variety  of  planning,  policing,  zoning,  traffic,  parking,  and  future  land  use  issues. 


I don't  have  the  time  to  keep  track  or  play  watchdog.  How  do  I know  how  the  assessments 
will  be  spent  over  the  life  of  the  district? 

The  writing  of  a multi-year  "management  plan"  is  part  of  the  CBD  formation  process.  This 
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action/project  plan  is  the  overarching  guide  for  how  the  assessments  collected  should  be  spent. 
In  fact,  before  any  property  owner  is  asked  to  vote  for  the  CBD's  formation  (or  renewal),  at 
least  a draft  management  plan  is  produced  for  review  by  all  property  owners.  This  plan  often 
segments  the  total  expected  expenditures  into  project  areas,  e.g.  sidewalk  steam  cleaning, 
safety  patrols,  park  maintenance,  business  recruitment,  outdoor  special  events,  landscaping,  or 
dedicated  police  patrols. 

If  I own  a business,  but  not  a property  within  a CBD,  do  I pay  the  assessment? 

That  depends.  If  your  lease  with  your  landlord  allows  that  landlord  to  pass  through  taxes, 
insurance  and  other  costs  ("triple  net"),  the  landlord  can  pass  the  assessment  onto  the  tenant. 

If  I own  a home  but  not  a commercial  building  or  business  do  I also  pay  the  assessment? 

Yes.  State  law  does  not  allow  for  "discrimination  based  upon  use"  of  land  use  or  structure  uses. 
However,  the  assessment  fee  for  a typical  condo,  for  example,  is  often  far  less  than  for  the 
owner  of  a commercial  building.  Assessment  amounts  are  based  on  a variety  of  factors,  two  of 
which  include  total  square  feet  of  building  area  and  sometimes  the  total  perimeter  of  the 
property  at  the  curb  line.  Assessment  methodologies  vary  from  district  to  district  to  take  into 
account  unique  needs  and  adjust  for  fairness. 

Can  the  city,  the  mayor,  or  city  staffers  create  a CBD? 

Yes  and  No.  No,  the  formation  of  a CBD  is  driven  by  the  private  sector.  Property  owners  drive 
the  process,  as  they  will  be  the  ones  to  both  pay  for  the  services  and  benefits  received  by  the 
CBD  and  they  will  oversee  the  non-profit  created  to  manage  those  funds  in  the  district.  And, 
yes,  the  city's  Board  of  Supervisors  engages  at  varies  points  during  the  CBD  formation  process 
but  merely  to  approve  of  the  work  done  by  the  association  of  property  owners.  The  city 
attorney's  office  signs-off  on  several  legal  and  technical  aspects  that  include  the  assessment 
formulas,  the  budget  and  the  management  plan.  The  city  clerk  receives  and  counts  the  ballots 
during  the  voting  phase. 

Who  gets  to  vote  for  this  CBD? 

Only  property  owners  within  the  boundaries  vote  on  the  formation  or  renewal  of  a CBD. 

When  can  I give  input,  feedback,  comment  or  participate  in  the  process: 

You  can  participate  right  now.  A steering  committee  of  property  owners  manages  the  process 
month-by-month  along  with  the  neighborhood's  current  executive  director  (if  there  is  one). 
There  are  many  opportunities  to  engage  in  the  process;  in  fact,  participation  is  key  to  its 
success.  When  the  CBD's  steering  committee  is  reaching  out  to  meet,  poll,  and  interview  local 
property  owners  that  is  the  time  to  ask  questions,  make  comments  and  contribute  to  the 
process  (summer).  If  you  engage  and  speak-up  you  will  be  heard  and  you  are  likely  to  find  other 
property  owners  who  want  specific  improvements  in  the  neighborhood  just  like  you.  When  a 
consensus  is  reached  on  any  ideal  improvement,  that  is  then  included  in  the  management  plan 
and  annual  budget  (autumn).  Another  opportunity  to  be  counted  is  during  the  Petition  Phase. 
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This  is  when  petitions  made  specifically  for  each  individual  property  owner  are  mailed  along 
with  the  final  budget  and  management  plan  for  the  CBD  (December).  You  can  sign  and  return 
the  petition  to  support  the  CBD's  formation. 

When  can  I vote? 

When  petitions  representing  over  30%  of  the  assessments-to-be-paid  are  collected  this  triggers 
the  Ballot  Phase.  This  third  phase  enables  all  property  owners,  once  again,  to  be  heard.  Vote- 
by-mail  ballots  are  mailed  to  all  property  owners  along  with  the  management  plan,  budget,  and 
map  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district  (again).  Owners  have  45  days  to  read  the  plan,  ask 
questions  and  sign  and  return  the  ballot  to  the  city  clerk  (spring).  On  the  46th  day  the  city  clerk 
opens  and  tabulates  those  ballots  and  informs  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  result.  If  a 
majority  of  the  ballots  returned— representing  at  least  50%  of  the  annual  budget— voted  yes 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  declare  the  district  formed. 

How  long  does  a CBD  last? 

CBD's  can  be  formed  to  last  from  five  or  up  to  fifteen  years.  The  steering  committee  usually 
chooses  a term  during  the  CBD  creation  process.  If  a CBD  is  brand  new,  usually  a term  less  than 
ten  years  is  chosen;  if  the  CBD  is  being  renewed  after  the  original  term  a longer  term  is  often 
chosen,  i.e.  seven  to  fifteen  years,  depending  upon  the  desires  of  the  property  owners. 

Once  established,  can  the  City  increase  the  assessments? 

No.  By  law,  the  only  increases  in  the  annual  assessment  methodology  must  be  pre-determined 
and  placed  in  the  CBD  management  plan  before  owners  vote  for  the  district.  And  the 
assessment  may  be  increased  only  through  a pre-designated  factor,  usually  the  CPI,  or  when 
there  are  changes  in  land  use  over  time,  such  as  parking  lot  conversion  to  commercial  buildings 
or  housing. 

Will  the  city  stop  cleaning  or  policing  our  neighborhood  because  we  now  have  our  own 
funds? 

No.  By  law,  the  assessments  generated  within  the  district  must  be  allocated  to  fund  special 
services  within  the  district.  They  do  not  and  cannot  replace  the  municipal  services  delivered  by 
the  city  today.  CBD  assessments  can  only  fund  "special  benefits"  as  outlined  in  the  voter- 
approved  budget  and  management  plan. 

Who  collects  the  CBD  assessments? 

CBD  assessments  appear  on  annual  property  tax  bills  prepared  by  the  City/County  of  San 
Francisco.  Assessments  received  are  then  delivered  to  the  CBD  within  a week  of  collection.

Assessments  are  not  taxes.  Taxes  are  raised  (or  lowered)  by  politicians  and  they  determine 
how  the  funds  collected  are  spent.  Assessments  are  different.  CBD  assessments  could  only 
be  initiated  by  a majority  of  neighborhood  property  owners  with  a specific  purpose  or  list 
of  special  needs  and  wants  in  mind.  Unlike  taxes,  the  management  of  assessments  is  not  by 
city  staff  but  instead  are  entrusted  to  a board  of  directors  comprised  of  property  owners. 
The  non-profit  CBD  created  by  these  property  owners  usually  has  one  full-time  director. 
The  board  of  directors  then  oversees  the  expenditures  of  assessments  by  this  director. 

If  the  city  already  cleans  the  streets  why  would  I pay  for  more  of  it? 

Yes,  the  city  does  sweep  the  streets.  But  the  city  does  not  clean  gutters,  sweep  sidewalks  or 
steam  clean  them.  And  this  sidewalk  litter  deters  customers  from  frequenting  local 
retailers,  restaurants,  professional  offices  and  residential  buildings  alike,  and  thus 
depresses  property  values.  The  city  may  remove  graffiti  on  public  property,  but  not  likely 
within  24  hours  on  private  property.  CBDs  can  do  that.  The  city  may  deploy  police  officers, 
but  a CBD  can  also  pay  an  officer  to  patrol  specific  blocks  at  specific  times  to  address 
specific  "hot  spots"  that  are  affecting  quality  of  life  and  thus  property  values.  And  the  list 
goes  on.  In  today's  environment  of  municipal  budget  cuts,  neighborhoods  can  successfully 
stabilize  property  values,  even  while  basic  city  services  are  cut,  by  establishing  CBDs. 
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What  "special  benefits"  can  a San  Francisco  CBD  fund? 

The  special  services  to  be  funded  must  "confer  a benefit  to  real  property  owners"  over  and 
above  what  a City  will  normally  provide  through  the  general  fund.  Sometimes  these  are 
also  referred  to  as  supplemental  city  services.  Such  special  benefit  services  may  include 
more  or  better  execution  of  these  things  cities  do: 

• Cleaning  streets  and  gutters 

• Removal  of  trash  and  bulky  material  (appliances  and  mattresses) 

• Graffiti  removal 

• Landscape  beautification 

• Tree  planting,  watering,  trimming 

• Some  special  benefit  services  are  things  that  cities  do  not  handle  at  all,  such 
as: 

• Holiday  decorations  or  public  art  installations 

• Retail-specific  wayfinding  signage 

• Parking  services  or  transportation  related  services 

• Special  safety  lighting 

• Steam  cleaning  of  the  sidewalks  and  gum  removal 

• Security  services  and/or  more  local  police  ("10B") 

• Installation  of  security  cameras 

• Production  of  neighborhood  fairs,  festivals  or  events,  and 

• Mass  marketing  and  promotion  of  the  neighborhood  restaurants  & retail 
businesses. 

An  experienced  executive  director  of  a CBD  also  brings  "special  benefits"  to  the 
neighborhood  by  developing  working  relationships  with  city  hall  staff,  police  officers  and 
local  developers  to  represent  the  best  interests  of  the  neighborhood  while  addressing  key 
issues  that  directly  affect  a CBD's  property  values.  Some  examples  of  "CBD  Advocacy" 
include: 

• Economic  development  (business  recruitment  and  retention)  of  local 
retailers  and  restaurants  to  vacant  or  underutilized  spaces  which  then 
enhances  quality  of  life,  and 

• A variety  of  planning,  policing,  zoning,  traffic,  parking,  and  future  land  use 
issues. 

I don't  have  the  time  to  keep  track  or  play  watchdog.  How  do  I know  how  the 
assessments  will  be  spent  over  the  life  of  the  district? 

The  writing  of  a multi-year  "management  plan"  is  part  of  the  CBD  formation  process.  This 
action/project  plan  is  the  overarching  guide  for  how  the  assessments  collected  should  be 
spent.  In  fact,  before  any  property  owner  is  asked  to  vote  for  the  CBD's  formation  (or 
renewal),  at  least  a draft  management  plan  is  produced  for  review  by  all  property  owners. 
This  plan  often  segments  the  total  expected  expenditures  into  project  areas,  e.g.  sidewalk 
steam  cleaning,  safety  patrols,  park  maintenance,  business  recruitment,  outdoor  special 
events,  landscaping,  or  dedicated  police  patrols. 

If  I own  a business,  but  not  a property  within  a CBD,  do  I pay  the  assessment? 

That  depends.  If  your  lease  with  your  landlord  allows  that  landlord  to  pass  through  taxes, 
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insurance  and  other  costs  ("triple  net"),  the  landlord  can  pass  the  assessment  onto  the 
tenant. 

If  1 own  a home  but  not  a commercial  building  or  business  do  I also  pay  the 

assessment? 

Yes.  State  law  does  not  allow  for  "discrimination  based  upon  use"  of  land  use  or  structure 
uses.  However,  the  assessment  fee  for  a typical  condo,  for  example,  is  often  far  less  than  for 
the  owner  of  a commercial  building.  Assessment  amounts  are  based  on  a variety  of  factors, 
two  of  which  include  total  square  feet  of  building  area  and  sometimes  the  total  perimeter 
of  the  property  at  the  curb  line.  Assessment  methodologies  vary  from  district  to  district  to 
take  into  account  unique  needs  and  adjust  for  fairness. 

Can  the  city,  the  mayor,  or  city  staffers  create  a CBD? 

Yes  and  No.  No,  the  formation  of  a CBD  is  driven  by  the  private  sector.  Property  owners 
drive  the  process,  as  they  will  be  the  ones  to  both  pay  for  the  services  and  benefits  received 
by  the  CBD  and  they  will  oversee  the  non-profit  created  to  manage  those  funds  in  the 
district.  And,  yes,  the  city's  Board  of  Supervisors  engages  at  varies  points  during  the  CBD 
formation  process  but  merely  to  approve  of  the  work  done  by  the  association  of  property 
owners.  The  city  attorney's  office  signs-off  on  several  legal  and  technical  aspects  that 
include  the  assessment  formulas,  the  budget  and  the  management  plan.  The  city  clerk 
receives  and  counts  the  ballots  during  the  voting  phase. 

Who  gets  to  vote  for  this  CBD? 

Only  property  owners  within  the  boundaries  vote  on  the  formation  or  renewal  of  a CBD. 
When  can  I give  input,  feedback,  comment  or  participate  in  the  process: 

You  can  participate  right  now.  A steering  committee  of  property  owners  manages  the 
process  month-by-month  along  with  the  neighborhood's  current  executive  director  (if 
there  is  one).  There  are  many  opportunities  to  engage  in  the  process;  in  fact,  participation 
is  key  to  its  success.  When  the  CBD's  steering  committee  is  reaching  out  to  meet,  poll,  and 
interview  local  property  owners  that  is  the  time  to  ask  questions,  make  comments  and 
contribute  to  the  process  (summer).  If  you  engage  and  speak-up  you  will  be  heard  and  you 
are  likely  to  find  other  property  owners  who  want  specific  improvements  in  the 
neighborhood  just  like  you.  When  a consensus  is  reached  on  any  ideal  improvement,  that  is 
then  included  in  the  management  plan  and  annual  budget  (autumn).  Another  opportunity 
to  be  counted  is  during  the  Petition  Phase.  This  is  when  petitions  made  specifically  for  each 
individual  property  owner  are  mailed  along  with  the  final  budget  and  management  plan  for 
the  CBD  (December).  You  can  sign  and  return  the  petition  to  support  the  CBD’s  formation. 
When  can  I vote? 

When  petitions  representing  over  30%  of  the  assessments-to-be-paid  are  collected  this 
triggers  the  Ballot  Phase.  This  third  phase  enables  all  property  owners,  once  again,  to  be 
heard.  Vote-by-mail  ballots  are  mailed  to  all  property  owners  along  with  the  management 
plan,  budget,  and  map  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district  (again).  Owners  have  45  days  to 
read  the  plan,  ask  questions  and  sign  and  return  the  ballot  to  the  city  clerk  (spring).  On  the 
46th  day  the  city  clerk  opens  and  tabulates  those  ballots  and  informs  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  result.  If  a majority  of  the  ballots  returned — representing  at  least  50%  of 
the  annual  budget — voted  yes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  declare  the  district  formed. 
How  long  does  a CBD  last? 

CBD's  can  be  formed  to  last  from  five  or  up  to  fifteen  years.  The  steering  committee  usually 
chooses  a term  during  the  CBD  creation  process.  If  a CBD  is  brand  new,  usually  a term  less 
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1 than  ten  years  is  chosen;  if  the  CBD  is  being  renewed  after  the  original  term  a longer  term 
is  often  chosen,  i.e.  seven  to  fifteen  years,  depending  upon  the  desires  of  the  property 
owners. 

Once  established,  can  the  City  increase  the  assessments? 

No.  By  law,  the  only  increases  in  the  annual  assessment  methodology  must  be  pre- 
determined and  placed  in  the  CBD  management  plan  before  owners  vote  for  the  district. 
And  the  assessment  may  be  increased  only  through  a pre-designated  factor,  usually  the 
CPI,  or  when  there  are  changes  in  land  use  over  time,  such  as  parking  lot  conversion  to 
commercial  buildings  or  housing. 

Will  the  city  stop  cleaning  or  policing  our  neighborhood  because  we  now  have  our 
own  funds? 

No.  By  law,  the  assessments  generated  within  the  district  must  be  allocated  to  fund  special 
services  within  the  district.  They  do  not  and  cannot  replace  the  municipal  services 
delivered  by  the  city  today.  CBD  assessments  can  only  fund  "special  benefits"  as  outlined  in 
the  voter-approved  budget  and  management  plan. 

Who  collects  the  CBD  assessments? 

CBD  assessments  appear  on  annual  property  tax  bills  prepared  by  the  City/County  of  San 
Francisco.  Assessments  received  are  then  delivered  to  the  CBD  within  a week  of  collection.

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The  ABCs  of  CBDs 


Background:  Forming  Community  Benefit  Districts  (CBDs)  was  enabled  by  the  San 

Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  in  2004.  Utilizing  the  statewide  legislation  that  enables  the 
formation  of  Property-based  Business  Improvement  Districts  (PBIDs),  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  established  its  own  PB1D  formation  process  and  renamed  the  resulting  product 
a CBD.  Since  2004  several  CBDs  have  been  created  in  San  Francisco  by  associations  of 
property  and  business  owners.  These  include:  Central  Market,  Yerba  Buena,  Civic  Center, 
Noe  Valley,  and  Fisherman's  Wharf. 

What  is  a Community  Benefit  District  (CBD)  in  San  Francisco? 

The  CBD  moniker  can  refer  to  both  a geographic  area  of  a city,  as  well  as  to  the  non-profit 
corporation  that  manages  this  area  on  behalf  of  all  the  property  owners.

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The  ABCs  of  CBDs 


Background:  Forming  Community  Benefit  Districts  (CBDs)  was  enabled  by  the  San 

Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  in  2004.  Utilizing  the  statewide  legislation  that  enables  the 
formation  of  Property-based  Business  Improvement  Districts  (PBIDs),  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  established  its  own  PB1D  formation  process  and  renamed  the  resulting  product 
a CBD.  Since  2004  several  CBDs  have  been  created  in  San  Francisco  by  associations  of 
property  and  business  owners.  These  include:  Central  Market,  Yerba  Buena,  Civic  Center, 
Noe  Valley,  and  Fisherman's  Wharf. 

What  is  a Community  Benefit  District  (CBD)  in  San  Francisco? 

The  CBD  moniker  can  refer  to  both  a geographic  area  of  a city,  as  well  as  to  the  non-profit 
corporation  that  manages  this  area  on  behalf  of  all  the  property  owners.  A CBD  is  a group 
of  contiguous  city  blocks  with  very  specific  boundaries  that  receive  supplemental  city 
services  or  "special  benefits"  because  that  neighborhood's  property  owners  have  chosen  to 
pay  for  them.  The  CBD  moniker  is  also  the  non-profit  corporation  created  to  manage  the 
aforementioned  area  using  the  assessments  collected  from  all  property  owners  within  the 
geographic  boundaries.  A CBD  is  similar  to  a condo  HOA — but  for  an  entire  neighborhood. 
Everyone  who  owns  property  inside  the  boundaries  pays  an  assessment  to  support  the 
CBD's  stewardship  of  the  neighborhood. 

How  is  a CBD  Formed? 

An  enabling  statewide  law  as  well  as  a local  SF-specific  ordinance  allows  for  the 
establishment  of  a "special  benefit  district"  or  CBD.  This  special  benefit  district  can  only  be 
formed  by  the  will  of  the  neighborhood  property  owners  as  all  property  owners  within  the 
district  boundaries  pay  an  assessment  if  the  district  is  formed.  The  process  takes 
approximately  one  year  and  has  a very  specific  timeline  and  benchmarks.  The  process  is 
driven  by  a steering  committee  of  private  property  owners  and  the  city's  Board  of 
Supervisors  plays  a minor  role  as  well. 

I already  pay  taxes.  Why  would  I want  to  pay  a CBD  assessment? 

Assessments  are  not  taxes.  Taxes  are  raised  (or  lowered)  by  politicians  and  they  determine 
how  the  funds  collected  are  spent.  Assessments  are  different.  CBD  assessments  could  only 
be  initiated  by  a majority  of  neighborhood  property  owners  with  a specific  purpose  or  list 
of  special  needs  and  wants  in  mind.  Unlike  taxes,  the  management  of  assessments  is  not  by 
city  staff  but  instead  are  entrusted  to  a board  of  directors  comprised  of  property  owners. 
The  non-profit  CBD  created  by  these  property  owners  usually  has  one  full-time  director. 
The  board  of  directors  then  oversees  the  expenditures  of  assessments  by  this  director. 

If  the  city  already  cleans  the  streets  why  would  I pay  for  more  of  it? 

Yes,  the  city  does  sweep  the  streets.  But  the  city  does  not  clean  gutters,  sweep  sidewalks  or 
steam  clean  them.  And  this  sidewalk  litter  deters  customers  from  frequenting  local 
retailers,  restaurants,  professional  offices  and  residential  buildings  alike,  and  thus 
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depresses  property  values.  The  city  may  remove  graffiti  on  public  property,  but  not  likely 
within  24  hours  on  private  property.  CBDs  can  do  that.  The  city  may  deploy  police  officers, 
but  a CBD  can  also  pay  an  officer  to  patrol  specific  blocks  at  specific  times  to  address 
specific  “hot  spots"  that  are  affecting  quality  of  life  and  thus  property  values.  And  the  list 
goes  on.  In  today's  environment  of  municipal  budget  cuts,  neighborhoods  can  successfully 
stabilize  property  values,  even  while  basic  city  services  are  cut,  by  establishing  CBDs. 

What  "special  benefits"  can  a San  Francisco  CBD  fund? 

The  special  services  to  be  funded  must  "confer  a benefit  to  real  property  owners"  over  and 
above  what  a City  will  normally  provide  through  the  general  fund.  Sometimes  these  are 
also  referred  to  as  supplemental  city  services.  Such  special  benefit  services  may  include 
more  or  better  execution  of  these  things  cities  do: 

• Cleaning  streets  and  gutters 

• Removal  of  trash  and  bulky  material  (appliances  and  mattresses) 

• Graffiti  removal 

• Landscape  beautification 

• Tree  planting,  watering,  trimming 

• Some  special  benefit  services  are  things  that  cities  do  not  handle  at  all,  such 
as: 

• Holiday  decorations  or  public  art  installations 

• Retail-specific  wayfinding  signage 

• Parking  services  or  transportation  related  services 

• Special  safety  lighting 

• Steam  cleaning  of  the  sidewalks  and  gum  removal 

• Security  services  and/or  more  local  police  ("10B") 

• Installation  of  security  cameras 

• Production  of  neighborhood  fairs,  festivals  or  events,  and 

• Mass  marketing  and  promotion  of  the  neighborhood  restaurants  & retail 
businesses. 

An  experienced  executive  director  of  a CBD  also  brings  "special  benefits"  to  the 
neighborhood  by  developing  working  relationships  with  city  hall  staff,  police  officers  and 
local  developers  to  represent  the  best  interests  of  the  neighborhood  while  addressing  key 
issues  that  directly  affect  a CBD's  property  values.  Some  examples  of  "CBD  Advocacy" 
include: 

• Economic  development  (business  recruitment  and  retention)  of  local 
retailers  and  restaurants  to  vacant  or  underutilized  spaces  which  then 
enhances  quality  of  life,  and 

• A variety  of  planning,  policing,  zoning,  traffic,  parking,  and  future  land  use 
issues. 


I don't  have  the  time  to  keep  track  or  play  watchdog.  How  do  I know  how  the 
assessments  will  be  spent  over  the  life  of  the  district? 
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The  writing  of  a multi-year  "management  plan”  is  part  of  the  CBD  formation  process.  This 
action/project  plan  is  the  overarching  guide  for  how  the  assessments  collected  should  be 
spent.  In  fact,  before  any  property  owner  is  asked  to  vote  for  the  CBD's  formation  (or 
renewal),  at  least  a draft  management  plan  is  produced  for  review  by  all  property  owners. 
This  plan  often  segments  the  total  expected  expenditures  into  project  areas,  e.g.  sidewalk 
steam  cleaning,  safety  patrols,  park  maintenance,  business  recruitment,  outdoor  special 
events,  landscaping,  or  dedicated  police  patrols. 

If  I own  a business,  but  not  a property  within  a CBD,  do  I pay  the  assessment? 

That  depends.  If  your  lease  with  your  landlord  allows  that  landlord  to  pass  through  taxes, 
insurance  and  other  costs  ("triple  net"),  the  landlord  can  pass  the  assessment  onto  the 
tenant. 

If  I own  a home  but  not  a commercial  building  or  business  do  I also  pay  the 

assessment? 

Yes.  State  law  does  not  allow  for  "discrimination  based  upon  use"  of  land  use  or  structure 
uses.  However,  the  assessment  fee  for  a typical  condo,  for  example,  is  often  far  less  than  for 
the  owner  of  a commercial  building.  Assessment  amounts  are  based  on  a variety  of  factors, 
two  of  which  include  total  square  feet  of  building  area  and  sometimes  the  total  perimeter 
of  the  property  at  the  curb  line.  Assessment  methodologies  vary  from  district  to  district  to 
take  into  account  unique  needs  and  adjust  for  fairness. 

Can  the  city,  the  mayor,  or  city  staffers  create  a CBD? 

Yes  and  No.  No,  the  formation  of  a CBD  is  driven  by  the  private  sector.  Property  owners 
drive  the  process,  as  they  will  be  the  ones  to  both  pay  for  the  services  and  benefits  received 
by  the  CBD  and  they  will  oversee  the  non-profit  created  to  manage  those  funds  in  the 
district.  And,  yes,  the  city's  Board  of  Supervisors  engages  at  varies  points  during  the  CBD 
formation  process  but  merely  to  approve  of  the  work  done  by  the  association  of  property 
owners.  The  city  attorney's  office  signs-off  on  several  legal  and  technical  aspects  that 
include  the  assessment  formulas,  the  budget  and  the  management  plan.  The  city  clerk 
receives  and  counts  the  ballots  during  the  voting  phase. 

Who  gets  to  vote  for  this  CBD? 

Only  property  owners  within  the  boundaries  vote  on  the  formation  or  renewal  of  a CBD. 

When  can  I give  input,  feedback,  comment  or  participate  in  the  process: 

You  can  participate  right  now.  A steering  committee  of  property  owners  manages  the 
process  month-by-month  along  with  the  neighborhood’s  current  executive  director  (if 
there  is  one).  There  are  many  opportunities  to  engage  in  the  process;  in  fact,  participation 
is  key  to  its  success.  When  the  CBD's  steering  committee  is  reaching  out  to  meet,  poll,  and 
interview  local  property  owners  that  is  the  time  to  ask  questions,  make  comments  and 
contribute  to  the  process  (summer).  If  you  engage  and  speak-up  you  will  be  heard  and  you 
are  likely  to  find  other  property  owners  who  want  specific  improvements  in  the 
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neighborhood  just  like  you.  When  a consensus  is  reached  on  any  ideal  improvement,  that  is 
then  included  in  the  management  plan  and  annual  budget  (autumn).  Another  opportunity 
to  be  counted  is  during  the  Petition  Phase.  This  is  when  petitions  made  specifically  for  each 
individual  property  owner  are  mailed  along  with  the  final  budget  and  management  plan  for 
the  CBD  (December).  You  can  sign  and  return  the  petition  to  support  the  CBD's  formation. 

When  can  I vote? 

When  petitions  representing  over  30%  of  the  assessments-to-be-paid  are  collected  this 
triggers  the  Ballot  Phase.  This  third  phase  enables  all  property  owners,  once  again,  to  be 
heard.  Vote-by-mail  ballots  are  mailed  to  all  property  owners  along  with  the  management 
plan,  budget,  and  map  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district  (again).  Owners  have  45  days  to 
read  the  plan,  ask  questions  and  sign  and  return  the  ballot  to  the  city  clerk  (spring).  On  the 
46th  day  the  city  clerk  opens  and  tabulates  those  ballots  and  informs  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  result.  If  a majority  of  the  ballots  returned — representing  at  least  50%  of 
the  annual  budget — voted  yes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  declare  the  district  formed. 

How  long  does  a CBD  last? 

CBD's  can  be  formed  to  last  from  five  or  up  to  fifteen  years.  The  steering  committee  usually 
chooses  a term  during  the  CBD  creation  process.  If  a CBD  is  brand  new,  usually  a term  less 
than  ten  years  is  chosen;  if  the  CBD  is  being  renewed  after  the  original  term  a longer  term 
is  often  chosen,  i.e.  seven  to  fifteen  years,  depending  upon  the  desires  of  the  property 
owners. 

Once  established,  can  the  City  increase  the  assessments? 

No.  By  law,  the  only  increases  in  the  annual  assessment  methodology  must  be  pre- 
determined and  placed  in  the  CBD  management  plan  before  owners  vote  for  the  district. 
And  the  assessment  may  be  increased  only  through  a pre-designated  factor,  usually  the 
CPI,  or  when  there  are  changes  in  land  use  over  time,  such  as  parking  lot  conversion  to 
commercial  buildings  or  housing. 

Will  the  city  stop  cleaning  or  policing  our  neighborhood  because  we  now  have  our 
own  funds? 

No.  By  law,  the  assessments  generated  within  the  district  must  be  allocated  to  fund  special 
services  within  the  district.  They  do  not  and  cannot  replace  the  municipal  services 
delivered  by  the  city  today.  CBD  assessments  can  only  fund  "special  benefits"  as  outlined  in 
the  voter-approved  budget  and  management  plan. 

Who  collects  the  CBD  assessments? 

CBD  assessments  appear  on  annual  property  tax  bills  prepared  by  the  City/County  of  San 
Francisco.  Assessments  received  are  then  delivered  to  the  CBD  within  a week  of  collection.
